m e n ’ of custom for the pra ctice 
ot 
pla cing the body ea st a nd west. Some 


t i m e s the body is pla ced with the lu*a d 
to tin* ea st a nd som etim es to the west, 
ft is held by certa in writers tha t tlii 
custom is due to sola r symboli sm, a nd 
the lu*a d is pla ced to the ea st or to 
the west a ccording a s the dea d a re 
thought of in conne ction with th** sun­ 
rise, the reputed home of the deity, 
or the sunset, the reputed hom e of the 
dea d. 
There a re, how eve r, som e tribes tha t 
la y their dea d north a nd south, a nd 
others bury men with the fa ce to the 
north a nd wom en with the fa ce to the 
south; while a m on g som e of the Afri­ 
ca n tribes, if one ha ppens to die a wa y 
from his home, he is buried fa ting 
his na tive villa ge.

Suleima n wa nted revenge but he could 
not bring 
Ir s wi ves into court to tes­ 
tify. so it wa s a greed tha t S u k l m a n 
should a ccuse Vhmed’s c a m el of wa lk­ 
ing on S u lei m a n’s la nd. 
A crowd of 
wi tne ss es ca me forwa rd a nd for two 
da ys testified a bout the ra tdel a nd the 
la nd, until the English judge decided 
in fa vor of Suleima n. 
It w a s not until 
a we ek a fterwa rd tha t lie discovered 
to his grea t surprise tha t Suleima n 
ha d no ground a nd Ahmed no ca mel.
